2. I recommend that when resumption is decided upon, we 
await good weather for the first strike In order to take the 
Rbrtli Vietnamese by surprise end to do maximum demise to trucks 
moving in day rime. 

2. X understand it has been agreed that the first strikes 
will be limited to the roads in the South. X recosnend that the 
bonfeliig be limited to thi s area south .of Vlnh •• as long es 
possible in order to convince the world that oar bombing la for 
tha purposa of interdicting traffic, not to inflict punitive 
d a mage on Berth Viet-Kam. 

I recommend that aa reasons for remap ties we 
not only the failure of Sorth Vlet-Bam to respond in any way, 
hut also that we give aa convincing Information aa possible on 
tha use of the pause by the DRV to increase their military 
•}*PPly to tha South, the public release of seme of the better 
photographs allowing the truck movement would clearly be lneontro* 
vmrtlble evidence, there la no doubt that those throughout tha 
world who oppoae resumption will do ell they can to east doubt 
on tha necessity of resumption. During the pacta we have gained 
good will in almost all countries to an extraordinary degree and 
It voaii bt soft uaforbmate to foil, to toko oil rttto&iblt stops 
to retain aa much of this good will aa possible.
